Th# AEC and th# Defense De­ 
partm ent announced originally 
that the test* will be aimed ai 
advancing development of w eap­ 
ons for defense against airborne 
enemy. 
Another purpose, they 
said. I* to further the develop­ 
ment of nuclear weapons with 
reduced fallout. 
On May 2. the Defense De­ 
partm ent said It soon would test 
short range defense missiles with 
nuclear warhead* 
It said they 
would he launched from remote 
Johnston Island 
roughly 1,500 
to 1,700 miles northeast of Enl- 
wetnk.
